I re-form my electrolytics out-of-circuit with an old Heathkit PS-1 
bench power supply. I start with the voltage low, and then monitor 
CURRENT as I increase the voltage. (Obviously, I check the voltage as 
I go up to stay under the rated voltage of the cap. This would be 
easier with a dual-meter supply.) 


As the cap forms, the current drops. Some caps, the current never 
drops, stays up at 20 mA or more. Those go in the trash. Others, if 
you give them an hour, they are happy. (Persistence can pay off.) 
Any that run hot are very suspect, in the trash. 


I don't remember exactly what current I'd consider "low" or "pass". 
It's pretty obvious once you form up a few what's a happy electrolytic 
capacitor, and what's a sick one. 


One really ought to form all one's electrolytics that you keep in 
stock every 3 to 5 years. I've seen MIL electrolytics that had 
markings of manufactured date, and the date they had been re-formed. 
(Can you imagine them DoD folks doing that these days?) 


Also, as mentioned, a Variac is a great way to start things up. I 
used it to start-up a solid-state test instrument I was restoring 
recently, very nice to do that first power up with less fear and 
loathing. (Even helped me find out what was wrong in the switching 
power supply start-up circuit.) Haven't had any new tube gear to 
start up since I bought it. ($15 for a recent Technipower 5A Variac 
at Deerfield NH. You CAN afford it.) 


I'd say a Variac and an isolation transformer are an essential at any 
test bench.

If the silica gel dessicant has been sitting out it won't do much good in 
the plastic bag. The dessicant ABSORBS any moisture in the aixr whether 
it be in a plastic bag or in a desk drawer. Some dessicant can be 
recharged (i.e. dried out) in the oven at low temperatures. So if you do 
decide to store your BAs sealed in plastic bags, just make sure that the 
dessicant has been stored properly.

For all the folks with 1 (or just a few rocks). I had this problem when I was 
dirt poor and making QRM with my QRP 6AQ5 transmitter many moons ago... 

I had a few of the FT243 (crystal holders with big crystal chunk inside) 

and I drilled a small hole in the center of the case face and made it so I 
could put pressure on the xtal and thus raise the frequency a bit. Use a long 
screw so you can off the screw shaft and tighten on a small knob and 
voila...Slip just up past the QRM. Besides mil surplus crystals were never 
known for being on any useful freqs. Tis also a good idea to make sure the 
screw gets on the ground side of the crystal and don't tighten it too much. I 
added a pressure spreader plate also - later when I got a little smarter and 


poorer. You can also just file crystals up to frequency by gently filing 
them across one face till they are thinner. I hate HC-11 xtals. 

Careful! You can always go up but you can't go down. The rule - get close 
below, then squeeze up to what you want. I never made any graphs or whatever 
for just how much you can squeeze up but it has always been just enough for 
me. Any body else out there do such clumsy acts?

You might check the grounding wiper on the varriable capacitor frame if 
it is coroded it wil cause a momentary bad connection which will cause 
the capacitance to change causing a shift in frequency.

You might also notice a scratching sound as 
you tune through strong signals. This is also caused by the same bad 
conection.

I ran into a fellow yesterday who described a transmitter 
on Hawaii which I thought was amazing. He mentioned two others that 
were similar but I forgot where he said they were. I think they 
were here in the east. Does anyone know the location of these 
transmitters similar to whats described below? 

It was built he said at the outset of WWII for Pacific operations. 
He helped build it and the others. He said the transmitter output was 
50,000 kilowatts. The tansmitter could reach anywhere in the pacific 
I think from 200khz to 18 meg. The output could be picked up by a 6 
foot whip on a submerged sub anywhere in the pacific. The transmitter 
took up a 100' space two stories high. I thought this was all 
great stuff and then wondered what the finals were like to produce 
so much output. He described the finals as six, seven feet high tubes 
which were water cooled. 

If anyone knows this transmitter and where its relatives are 
here in the east I would like to know where they are located so I 
can attempt a visit. He said the one on Hawaii was still transmitting.

Here's my entry - updated from a few years ago 


Although I'd always been interested in "science" things, it was 
a friend (K4NYV) who got me interested in ham radio when we were in junior 
high. We got our tickets together (KN4NYV and KN4NYW) in 1961. 


Built a Knight Span Master and later a Knight R-55. Also acquired a BC-348 
in high school sometime. Built a 6L6 CW xmtr while I was a novice and 

a 6146 based AM xmtr for 6 meters when I got my tech ticket back then. 
Also had a Heath Sixer. I've always liked 6m except for the TVI - great 
band openings and a good wavelength for antenna experimentation. 


There were lots of friendly adult hams who'd let us teen-agers visit or 
scrounge for parts. One guy (WORMV) was stationed at the local Coast Guard 
base and was a great encourager and mentor for us. We'd hang out at his 
shack day and night. Lots of building and modifying of gear going on in 
those days. 


I went off to college and was inactive during that time - I was an EE 
student because I hoped to learn how to design ham gear - HA ! that sure 
was naive !! 


After college I got back on 6 meters with a homebrew 6146 AM xmtr and 

a NC-300 plus Ameco converter. Sold all my ham gear when I went back 

to grad school to learn about computers. Got seriously involved with computer 
graphics and ignored ham radio from 1972-1990. Did I miss anything good ?? 


So when I got interested in ham radio again, I just set the 

way-back machine to 1965 and proceeded to satisfy my old teen-age 
desires. I had let my license lapse, so I had to re-test - got my 
General the morning of a hamfest and found a beautiful R-4C/T-4XC that 
afternoon! The Drake twins were soon joined by a 32S-1 and 75S-1. 


And then I discovered my true calling in life : Remembering how 
much fun Heathkits were, I just couldn't pass by a Marauder at a local 


hamfest... and then a DX-60, and a DX-40, and a Mohawk, and a DX-100, 

and an Apache, and a Warrior, and...now I have almost 

one of everything Heath ever offered for hams. And extending my 

kit theme, dozens of Knight-kits, all the Johnson gear except for a 500, 

a Globe King 400 and a bunch of Scouts and Chiefs, Lafayette's kit revrs and 
Starflite xmtr, some Conar and Ameco gear, and even the three Halli-kits 
(SX-119K,SX-140K, and HT-40k). 


And I'll confess a certain fascination with receivers from the same era, 
so I ended up with 20 or so heavyweights from Hammarlund, Hallicrafters, 
National, and Collins.

Subject: Why Are We 


Filamentary Greetings! 


By way of introduction, since I've been hanging about here for only 
a few months and never once offered to introduce myself. Warning: I 
do tend to ramble a bit. 


The radio bug bit me when I was four-ish, in the shape of one of those 
wonderful rocket radio crystal sets my mama bought for me at Woolworths, 
and I've not even now, at the advanced age of 39, gotten over it, quite. 


My uncle, with whom I spent many weekends in the country, built a 
Knight Star Roamer when I was about 10, and I enjoyed his radio for 
several years. I could never quite get my hands on any of the real SW 
radios of the time, but I did log a great many AM DX stations with my 
dad's old GE table radio, a big bakelite glow-in-the-dark beast, and a 
longwire. 


Time passed, and I jumped into tech school out of highschool, where 

I acquired an FCC First (w/radar) and my first real Rx: an RCA RBC-5 
that another fellow was giving away to the first fool that could lift 
it. I powered it with solid-state regulated supplies from the school's 
junk pile, and spent hours with it. The instructors, W8WHQ and K8BYZ, 
were great scroungers, hoarders and elmers, and it continues to amaze 
me that with all I learned from them both, I never even got close to 

a ham ticket. 


I was more interested with playing than communicating, I guess, and 
play I did, with a 40m ARC-5 turned into a phasing SSB exciter, and 

an ART-13 that became a lot of things before I gave it away to a buddy 
that needed some of it. I never personally put any of it on the air, 
either, although others did. K8BYZ or somebody gave me a new pair of 
813's, and W8WHQ (RL Monroe) gave me all the other bits I needed to 
turn them into a bandswitching 1KW grounded-grid amp, which I gave 
away to a good home when it was done. 


In the mean time, I got work with a local radio station, helping with 
a major station upgrade, from 10 kw to 50 kw. Learned how to build 
ground systems, wire studios, fix all sorts of audio gear and babysit 
transmitters. I was 18 at the time, working 15 hour days, making more 
money than anybody I knew in overtime, and living at home, in the 
downstairs part of the family castle. Got pretty good at it, dida 
little consulting work for another station in the chain, again for 
station upgrades and construction, and then went to work as chief 
engineer of their major competitor when I was 20. 


About that time I figured out that I couldn't make any real good money 
doing that kind of work, so after I saw them through a couple of minor 
construction projects (like moving their FM site), I bailed out and 
ended up working in Maryland, doing O&M on minicomputers, microwave 
gear and tons of peripherals from card readers to teletypes to mag 
tapes and printers. Started learning software there, too, to better 
troubleshoot some of the custom electronics they had; this was at 

the World Weather Building in Marlow Heights, Maryland, and virtually 
all the GOES/SMS weather satellite data ran through there at the time. 
Learned a lot about microwave from an ex-military tropo tech that 

was working there, everything from dish alignment and bore-sighting 

to cooking off dessicant packs... 


Got fed up with all that after a while, about the time they were rolling 
in the AFOS system, but after we'd turned up McIDAS, and went to Saudi 
Arabia for a couple of years, where I became the HF man at the Dhahran 
site, Project PeaceHawk, taking care of Harris RF-745's, 550-B's and 
such, as well as a bunch of Farinon and Granger UHF and FDM gear. 


Spent a lot of time in Thailand, recovering from Saudi, but I had a 
ball playing on the HF gear, rebuilding a lot of it and recovering it 
all from several years of neglect. 


Bought my first computer while I was there, and learned Fortran and 
assembler on it. Did that for a couple of years, too, then I went back 
home to West Virginia and took a couple of years off (sort of: I dida 
little software consulting, wrote a payroll package in Fortran...) 


When I went back to work again, it was construction and installation 
of course, this time for Contel and American Satellite, putting in the 
General Dynamics corporate network. I worked long enough to get Creve 
Cour and Fort Worth turned up (C-band satellite, MegaMux's, crypto 

and LSI-11 based remote controls: fun!) Then I got married, bought 

a house, quit the contract and want to work for a local startup that 
wasn't going to keep me out on the road all the time; data over voice, 
playing around in telco CO's. Got my first shot at doing software 
while I was there, but the company failed and I ended up working for 
another local startup doing Syntran multiplexers. Eventually got a 
shot at software again, for network management, but that company 

sort of failed, too, and was eventually bought by Infotron. I did 
write a TBOS telemetry test suite for them, though, that a buddy of 
mine still sells. The royalties buy a lot of my radios. ;-) 


So now I work for Netrix, doing software, and rarely travel at all. Been 
here going on 7 years now. I just spent the last 2 weeks teaching an Italian 
engineer the system I wrote for network application developement. Life is 
good, and software is fun, but I don't get to play with radios anymore, at 
least for pay. So _now_ I'm going after my ham ticket. ‘Bout damned time. 


My particular taste in BA's is Drakes, but only separates; transceivers 
don't really interest me. I've got B-twins and C-twins, and a good line 
on some A-twins. I also snagged Steve's HT-32B to go with my SX-115 
Hallicrafters. I've got the JRC solid-state separates, too, which are 
just plain sexy and look like Collins gear, only better. There are a few 
other radios here and there, including a Star Roamer, an Allied SX-190 I 
got from Jim Lockwood, and an R-390A waiting for me to finish aligning it. 
I'm not really a collector, but I _do_ know what I like. 


If you've got this far (I warned you that I do tend to ramble), there are 
a couple of points that ought to be evident, and possibly of consequence 
to someone or other on the list: 


You don't have to be old to be experienced in the art of radio, and 
You don't have to be a ham to appreciate radios in all their forms. 


I wonder if my mama'd have bought me that rocket radio, if she'd known 
that its magic would have determined much of the course of my life. I 
think she probably would've. I'm thankful that she did. ;-)
